means, We must never give up the debt 
already owing to us by ihe British Trea- 
sury for uur vast out lay, during the last ten 
yean, in tht enormous police and gaol esta- 
blishments rendered necessary hy her con- 
victs. Our claim ia a righteous one, and can 
never be abandoned. Nor must wc per- 
mit the debt to be increased, aa increased 
it will be by the introduction of her exiles 
and emancipisti, without uur furnishing a 
hill of parcels for each new item, and re- 
spectfully but firmly demanding • aettle- 
ment of the whole account.
